When Washington's Ox Is Gored 


The Truman administration* promptness in com­ 
ing to the rescue of Washington bus and street car 
riders when the < appal was held up by its second 
transportation strike In a month provides a thought­ 
ful Interlude for the rest of the country When Wash­ 
ington's ox is gored, there is no academic discussion 
of theory but a quick showdown 
Industrial strikes in Washington are unheard of, 
for the simple reason that Waahington is not an 
industrial city. There are no General Motors branches 
in the capital, for example 
But lf a transportation 
strike can disturb Washington to the point of action. 
it is easy to imagine what might happen if the seat 
of the federal government were Detroit. 
Strikes in that event might cease to seem to be 
misfortunes that happ<n In localities remote from the 
White House and the Capitol and become, Lu govern­ 
ment opinion, what they cleaiiy are in ta d 
tragedies 
inflicted on cities and Industries. There might be less 
careful attention to handling them in a politic id 
manner guaranteed to alienate a minimum of votes 
and more inreful attention to handling them in a 
manner calculated to preserve the general welfare 
from the arbitrary decisions of any minority 
The 
fact is. aa Washington seems to have discovered in Its 
transportation smite, that the unrestrained us** of the 
strike weapon is hurting the American public and 
giving organized labor a black eye 
The great danger is not interference with pro­ 
duction, great as that us, but interference with confi­ 
dence in the ability of existing organisation* to find 
answers to public problems The United States Is not 
unmune to the ferments that have disrupted order 
and discipline in other nations 
But if it is lucky, 
tho United States will recognize that moderation la a 
better tx t for an orderly future than extremism 
If 
organized labor insists on striking when it feels like 
it, regardless of its contracts, tile public, as organized 
in Its government, will have to insist on something 
being done about it.

It is unlikely the spacial committee studying mod- 
ernisatiortof Congress kill obey its impulse to recom­ 
mend official establishment of the two-party system in 
Congress.
